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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

The  condition  of  winter  grain  crops  in  Europe  remains  favorable. 


Spring  f aim  work  has  been  delayed  by  heavy  rains  in  France,  Hungary 
and  Yugoslavia.     Considerable  land  in  Belgium  is  not  yet  under  cultivation. 
The  backwardness  in  spring  rork  there  vras  attributed  to  shortage  of  labor. 

The  acreage  of  winter  grain  crops  in  Russia  is  estimated  to  be 
63,SOS,000  acres,  or  IS  per  cent  more  than  that  of  last  year,  according  to 
the  Soviet  publication  "Economic  Life"  for  February  22. 

Sovl ng  of  cotton  in  Egypt  is  progressing  rapidly.    Preparations  are 
reported  to  be  generally  in  advance  of  last  season,  and  some  lands  have 
already  been  irrigated.    Germination  in  the  early  plantations  is  irregular 
and  rather  heavy  resowings  seem  probable. 

The  condition  of  the  South  African  cotton  crop  is  good  in  the  Trans- 
vaal and  Natal  districts.     The  yield  is  expected  to  be  about  30  per  cent 
above  that  of  last  season.

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Production  and  Distribution. 

The  production  of  grain  cro-os  for  all  Ireland  except  wheat  show  considerable 
increases  as  compared  with  last  year.     Statistics  for  the  Irish  Free  State  show 
corresponding  increases.     The  production  of  oats  in  1922  for  all  Ireland  was 
61,600,000  bushels  or  about  5,000,000  more  than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
wheat  crop  was  about  3^,000  bushels  less  than  last  year.     The  potato  production 
in  the  Irish  Free  State  increased  2k  per  cent  and  in  all  of  Ireland  the  increase 
was  3^,Per  cent.     Other  root  crops  show  decreases.  '. 

Production  of  wheat  and  oats  in  Uruguay  are  much  smaller  this  year  than  last 
according  to  commercial  reports.     The  wheat  crop  is  reported  to  amount  to 
3,675»000  bushels,  which  would  be  about  63  per  cent  less  than  that  of  1921-22. 
The  oats  crop  is  reported  to  be  1,721,875  bushels,  about  17  per  cent  less  than 
last  year.     Part  of  the  reduced  wheat  production  is  accounted  for  by  a  smaller 
acreage . 

The  rice  crop  of  the  Philippines  this  year  is  smaller  than  that  of  last  year 
as  indicated  by  threshing  returns. 

Spot  cotton,  which  had  previously  been  purchased  for  current  requirements 
was  being  sold  in  Poland  at  the  beginning  of  March  at  prices  under  those  of 
Bremen  and  Hew  York.     The  large  textile  mills  at  Lodz  are  operating  only  four 
days  a  week. 

Belgian  imports  of  dried  fruits  from  the  United  States  are  being  consider- 
ably curtailed  on  account  of  the  exchange  situation,  reports  the  American  Consul 
at  Antwerp'.     Imports  from  Bosnia,  however,  have  been  increasing,  owing  to  the 
more  favorable  prices. 

Exportation  of  garbanzos  (chick  peas)  from  the  1Q2.JS  crop  in  Mexico  is  re- 
ported to  be  prohibited  until  October  1,  1923.     The  new  crop  will  be  harvested 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June.     During  the  past  two  years  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment assisted  growers  i n  holding  their  crop  by  extending  financial  aid  through  the 
Comision  Monetaria  by  loans  of  $5  per  sack,  requiring  as  security  the  deposit  of 
the  cereal  in  the  warehouses  at  Havojoa,  Sonora,  with  a  promissory  note  bearing 
1-1/2  oer  cent  interest,     It  is  not  yet  known  what  financial  assistance,  if  any, 
will  be  offered  for  the  year  1523. 

The  New  Zealand  slaughter  season  ends  March  31.     Official  figures  for  1921- 
22  give  the  number  of  sheep  killed  as  k, 127, 000  and  lambs  as  5,025,000.  leather 
conditions  affected  unfavorably  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  lambs 
slaughtered  during  the  current  season. 

The  demand  for  good  quality  hides  in  Belgium  during  February  was  poor. 
Purchases  were  confined  to  domestic  hides,  while  imported  hides  were  neglected 
owing  to  the  high  prices.     Stocks  in  Antwerp  on  March  6  were  comparatively  small, 
amounting  to  9*1,U0'0  hides  and  skins,  mostly  of  second  quality.

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RICE  PROSPECTS  III  'THE  PHILIPPINES. 


The  rice  crop  of  the  Philippines  for  1922-23  is  not  threshing  out 
very  well  and  it  is  expected  that  the  total  crop  will  "be  small.    The  pro- 
duction for  the  1921-22  season  amounted  to  2,516,706,000  pounds.  This 
decrease  was  attributed  to  the  lack  of  timely  rains  at  the, period  of 
plowing  and  planting.
